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INTRODU'CTI ON.

"HE Volume now laid bee the Society, contains a ries of Ondi- 


nances for the government of the Royal Houſehold, from the 
reign of King Edward III. to the reign of King William and Queen 


Mary. Theſe were formed with a view to define the function or due 
of the officer i in the diſcharge of the truſt repoſed in him; and the 


perquiſites and rewards to which he became juſtly intitled; and alſo 
to correct the abuſes, which from time to time crept into the offices 
of the Houſehold, from the exerciſe of encroached power. - 


| Theſe eſtabliſh ments * our ancient Sovercigns preſerve much curious. 
va uſeful . information; they ſhew the manner in which the Royal, 
Perſon was attended upon when in full court, and at publick feſtivals, 
and afſemblies ; and how conducted when upon journeys and pro- 
. greſſes in the country ; they convey a juſt idea of the manner of living 
at the different periods to which they relate; and of the expence in- 
curred for the ſupport of the dignity of our ſovereigns and their fa- 
milies; and they point out the ſtation, duty, and perquiſites, of every 
officer and ſervant of the Court, when the office was newly eſtabliſned; 
or w hen experience made it neceſſary to introduce freſh regulations, >.”

b 3 3 Splendour 


Splendour and magnificence are the conſequent accompaniments upon 
dignified ſtations ; but even in theſe the cuſtoms of different times had 
great prevalence. We are told by a learned Writer *, that it was the 
manner of the Normans in particular to affect Grantor. The Kings 
of England of that race,” he ſays, „were exceeding pompous, 
both in Court and Camp. In their Court thiey ſhewed their magni- 
« ficence in the ſtatelineſs of their palaces; the richneſs of their 
“furniture; the ſplendour and number of their retinue; the plenty 
© f their proviſions ; and the like, The Court was the centre of 
e reſort for all the Barons and great men of the realm, who being Peers 
« of the King's Court, gave, as occaſion required, their attendance 
« there, and more particularly, as many of them were inveſted with 
the great offices of the King's Court. The ſplendour of the King's 
« Court appeared very much, in the confluence of the nobility and 
« chief men of the realm; and in the greatneſs of his officers, or 
© miniſters.” And, in confirmation of this opinion of the uſage of © 
thoſe times, the accurate Stow informs us +. « that, when William 3 
« Rufus, being returned out of Normandy into England, kept the 
114 feaſt of Whitſuntide very royally, at Weſtminſter, in the New Hall, 
„ which he had lately cauſed to be built there, being 270 feet i 1 
10 length, and 74 feet in breadth; and having heard it ſaid that the 
„ Hall was too big, he anſwered, this Hall is not big enough by

«knights, 3 and others; inſomuch that to the Houſehold came d 
C « every day to meat, 10,000 people.” 


The exceſs of diet and provitians had become ſo great, and the con- 


ſequences were likely to prove ſo detrimental to the nation, that King 5 
Edward II. in the qth ne of his Reign, found it neceffary to iſſue a * 
_ proclamation to reſtrain it. This Ordinance ſtated +, that, by the out- 
„„ rageous and exceſſive multitude of meats and diſhes, which the great 
emen of the kingdom uſed in their caſtles, and by perſons of inferior 
rank imitating their example, beyond what their ſtations required, * 
« and their e could afford, many great evils had come 
- upon the kingdom, the health of the King's ſubjects had been 
« injured, their property conſumed, and they had been reduced to 
4 poverty; but the King being deſirous to put a ſtop to ſuch exceſſes, 
ee with the advice and conſent of his Great Council, had ordained: 
That the great men of the kingdom ſhould have only two courſes 
. fleſh meats ſerved up to their tables; each courſe conſiſting only 
4 of two kinds of fleſh meat : except Prelates, Earls, Barons, and the 
« great men of the land, who might have an intermeat (ane entre-

in eſtate, and degrees, all things executing after theyr occupations and charges 


to the high excellence of the King, to all other eſtates and degrees of houſeholde, 


according with ſo formal conveyaunce and of theyre demure wordes, attempe- 


raunce, with every dede honorable in circumſtaunce unto her huge great mar- 
velyng. Alſo when ſhe ſawe the hibundaunce, varietie, and manner of diſpo-

| | lykened to a King of her country: alto for the ſtedfaſt obſervance of 


the good rulis, appoyntments, and ordinances for the houſcholde to kepe the 
miniſtres thereof from any breche, outrage, reproche, or nicetie, making 
ordynate reverences after the diſtinctions of every high or low degre; and 
as pepull to ſtraungers cherefull, ſo many under obedyence in one houſe, 
this cauſed the wiſe Quene to marvayle more hugely, the thought there 
that every officer in unitie of love applyed to excute other by tcrvyce and 
attendaunce that any man no fawte cowde eſpye. Lhe expenſes of this 

| houſeholde in common dayes drewe to xxx chooris of the pure 
floure, which was for hymſelt, for his lordes, ladyes, aud ,entyles of 
his Court ; and Ix chooris of meale for the comynaltie of his houſehold.

and if every busſhel be viii gallons there, than it would amount dayly expended after 
the Engliſhe busſhell, cccxxxvin quarters, and iiti busſhels bred corn. Item, dayly x ſtalled 
oxen very great and xx great graſſe oxen, 100 grete wethyrs, grete plentie of ſondry venyſon, 
grete nomber of gece, and many fatte buballes, al maner pultry dayly, tame fowles and 
wylde of land and water, and dayly freſhe ty\les of many diverfe kyndes out of numbyr 
for the Alyens, with muche more other ſtuff of vytayiys. And for the garde of his 
royall perſone, he had logged nygh unto hym of horſemen 12,000, beſides the grete 
numbyr of other divers ordinaunces and carriages. And for that his houſeholde ſhuld 
never fayle, but that in his dayis ſhuld ſtand ſure, he ordeyned xii grete maiſtyr pur- 
vyours, dwelling in xii divers coſtes, and contries of Jury and Jeruſalem, every to purvey apart 
from other by the apoyntment of his houthold for one monethe in the yere, all ſuche 
ſeaſonable things according and convenyent for the eſtate of hym and his honorable houſe- 


holde, whereof is written thus, cc.

He commaunded his houſhold officers to have it in dayly cuſtome to covyr the tables in his 
hall, from viii in the mornyng tyll vii in the night. His dayly dyet was not muche in ſoty le 
and delicate vyaunde, but that he kept ſolemply with all ſuche good ſtuſſe as coude be gotten 
the jiti grete feſtes of the yere, with opyn proclamations in every countrey for all manner of 
people to cnme thither ; he diſpoſed his domeſticall men to logge moſt part of them 
nightly within his courte for his proper gard, every man ſtuffed and renned at the Kinges 
coſtes of ſuche defence as he coude beſt deale withall. 55 | JJ 
 DOMUS REGIS CASSIBELLAN. Standith here for a ſpeciall nota, whiche, after his 
ſecund ;ymphe upon the Emperoure, gafe out his royall comaundments to all the gentils 
of Bryce to come with theyre wiffes to magnifye his feſte; for which he ſlewe 40,002 
kyae and oxen, 100,000 ſhepe, 39,000 deere, and other wilde beſtes of the woode, beſides 
the diverſe kindes of pullayle, conyes, wylde fowle and tame, of fee and land; with much 
2 purveyaunce of ſtuffe of vytayle, with many diſguiſinges, play is, minſtralſye, and 
Portes.

DOMUS REGIS HARDEKNOUTF, may be called a fader noreſhoure of familiaritie, 
whiche vſed for his own table, never to be ferved with ony like metes of one meale in ano- 
ther; and that chaunge and diverſitie was dayly in greate habundaunce, and that ſame 
after to be minifired to his alms-diſhe, he cauſed cunyng cooks in curioſitie; alſo, he was 
the furſt that began jiii meales ſtablyſhed in oon day, opynly to be holden for worſhupfull 
and honeſt peopull reſorting to his courte; and no more melis, nor brekcfaſt, nor chambyr, 
but fer his children in houſeholde: for whiche iii melys he ordeyned ii marſhalls, to 


kepe the honour of his halle in recevyng and dyrecting ſtraungers as well as of his 


houſeholdmen in theyre ſitting, and for tervices and ther precepts to be obeyd in. And 
for the hall, with all diligence of officers thereto aſſigned from his furſt inception, tyll the 


day of his dethe, his houſe ſtode aftyr one vnyformitie. Thys King reygned but u yeres 


except x dayis; he deyid drinking at Lambithe, 


DOMUS REGIS HENRICI PRIMI poſt Conqueſtum AngP. , Berithe thefame of an ex- 


celleut mete gever, and that he ordeynyd his groundes for houſhold fo fare, that his greete 


| boſpitalitie dayly ſtode wurſkypfully without decay xxxili yeres, his diettes and all purvey- 
aunces truly prorxed. The people reputed hym as a young Salamon, for his richeſie, 
greete nobleſſe, wiſedom, love, and largefe.

Does REGIS EDWARDI TERTII, was the houſe of very polycie and flowre of 


_ Englond, the furit ſetter of certeynties among uis domeſtycall meyne, vppon a grounded rule. 
Notwithitenlyng his fader, the ſeconde Edwarde, made many good cuſtoms of houſehold 3 
thereot one to Le remembred ſpecially was, to breede upp beeves and motonnes in his 


parkes, fuliiciaunt to ſerve his houſehold ; and in no dayes atore that tyme were vied noe fees 


of no manner vytayle purveyed for the expenſes of the houſhold, to be taken by any 
officer to his proper vie, of any thing that mought ſerve to this huuſehold honettly. Alſo 
he, this thirde Edward, appointed diverſe duties vnto his offices and officers, by a formal 


and coLyenieat Cultume *, more certayne-than was vſed byfore his tyme, that is to ſay, of. all 
wages within court and without; all manner of lyveres of wynter and ſomer; the fees of 


all eſtates, and of ofliccrs and houſholde, and degrees, as well of yeftes of money, fees of 


beſtes, and allo fees of other ſtuffe peruſed, or otherwife occupied within the court, and 
to ching it; the numbyr alto of officers thoroug? al! Englond, as well of his houſehold, and 
thatre clothing for wynter and ſomer, as of all other officers outward. This noble Ed- 


ward had greare richclie of his lordez, and grete love of his comynautie, and among his 
_ connteliers greete itudye, bow to make hem riche by polycy uppon ſtraungers oute landes; 


aud, af lar his richeſſe was purcheſcd, his ſayde lordes of counſayle ſought many wayis, and 
devyſed and compaſſed how they might afſertays the Kinges houſe, whiche was to long 
and defu'e a worke in theyre ſtudye to refourme the people of theyre old law, that 
this king prayed his lordes to ſurceſſe of theyre grete and almoit endles labour; and hymſelf 


toke all on hand. And whereas, in the begynnyng, hymſelf was liberall, aftyr he did furſt 


retdarme hymſelf and all that would be dwellers in his houſehold; and ſo he framed all 


Eis new ſtatutes, commaundmentes, and charges, uppon every oſſicer inward aud outward, 
The Cuſtamal here referred to is printed before, p. 3. to p. 12. 
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and ſo he exerciſed his actes in honour and proſit to hymſelf and to the favour and 
grete eaſe of all his liege people. Example hereof we take to bylde vpon a more perfit 
new houſe, bycauſe this noble King Edward the Third his houſehold variethe gretely fro the 
houſeholde that kynges have kept ſynce that tyme, and yit in thies dayis, for our fo n 
lordes houſehold is now diſcharged of the Privy Seale, and all his clerkes; of the Court of 
Marſhalſy, and all his clerkes and yeomen; favyng at the-v feſtes of the yere, whan with ther 
long typped ſtaffes they owe to help the porters to kepe the gate, and the ytshers at the 
halt doore, and to precede the King 1n prees of people whythyr ſomever the King go in 
the dayes feſtyval | 
warderober of houſhold, which is the countyng-houſe; and the Houſho!d Treſorer, called 
Cuſtos Magne Garderobe Hoſpicii : alſo diſcharged of all artificers vnder hym, butt when 
hymſelf cumyth at the grete feltes, or ells that he be ſent for. Alſo in ſome one office 
were ii maiſtyrs, the clerk of kychyn devyded fro the pantry; the Butteler of Englond 
for the moſt part, and diverſe other offices and officers, both changed in name and dede, 
as well ſergeaunts of armes and meſſingers many, with xxiiit archers a foote before the King, 
'  ſhoting whan he rode by the contrie called Garde Corps le Roy; and therefore the King 
| Journeyed, not paſling x or xii myles on a day; and as other officers in houſehold then havyng 
grete labour, and tooke neither wages, nor clothing fees, expreſſed by the Statutes, where- 
oa was greete perill; and alſo the lyvery for horſes at bouge of court, of gentlemen, 
and many other requiryng a grete buſynes that now is lefte and put into filver to inereſe 
theyre wages. This King appoynted of offices outward to rewarde his houſehold ſervices after 
theyre deſertes to be parkers, ſome foreſters, waryners, kepers of manors, bay lywicks, 
conſtableſhippes, porterſhippes, receivours, corrodyes, wardes, marriages, and many other 
thinges of value, in portes and townes, citees, &c. and for his chapelmen, chyrches, pre- 
bendes, free chapelles, and penſions, &c. when any ſuche fell in his gifte, or elles by his 
lettres of contemplation, to gette ſuche benyfece of any other lord for his houſehold-man. 
In the feſtyvall dayes, or when aſtate ſhuld be ſhewed, he wold be ſervyd with iiii courſes or 
v; his lord es and gentyles with iii courſes, and every meſſe after ii courſes, de quo me:rrice fic

This is the new houſe of houſeholdes, principall of Englond in tymes of peace, bylded 
ypon theſe kinges foundations, precedents, and vpon other more notable and huſbandly houſe- 
holders, by the greate counſayll of lordes ſpirituall and temporall, the cardinal. of Canter- 
bury, George Duke of Clarence, Richard Duke of Glouceſter, the wiſe and diſcrete judges, 
and other fad aviſed and well learned men of Englond in all aprovementes; and alſo many 
of them long tyme havyng knowlege of the expence and conduyte of Kinges houſes, by 
many prudent proves and long ſtudyed deliberations, by theyre hole aſſent for theſe formal 
directions that enſew; whereof is diffined ſtrongly this Royal court to ſtand after thies ap- 
poyntments that followe, of all the intermixtions poyſed by wyſedom and worſhipp, 
profit, and by reaſon, anſwering to every eſtate and degree, according to lyveres, competent 
wages, clothing, fees, rewardes, and other duties, by which every officer ſhall mowe ſuffi- 
ciently be of power in all trouth to do the Kinges ſervyce honorably.

Alſo this groome ſettith nyghtly for this office, a gallon ale; he helpeth 
do truſſe and to bere to the charyeit, and wayteth there uppon the ſaufegard; ; and the 
Joman alſo to attend uppon this carryage. And this office hath alſo logging in the countrey 
or towne, for all their horſes and ſervaunts ſufficiauntly, by the herberger. And the chiefe 
bf this office to have into this courte two wayters, and the clerke an honeſt ſervaunt; 
the remanent to go to theyre logginge in the countrey, and the yoman and groome to have 
a a ſervaunt. And for this office is aſſigued a charryette with vi horſes, and all theyre 
apparayle, horſe mete, ſhoyng; and the yoman and groomes wages therefore, founden 
of the charge of the 8 of houſhold, to carry the ſtuffe of the King's in this 
office, and none other manner, by the overſight of the couatroller.

It may accord well, that this chief 
clerke of markette be a ſquyre of this houſhold, as it pleaſeth the ſoveraynes; and then 
to take lyverey in every thinge as an houſholde ſquire, elles be taketh nothinge in this 
courte as of lyverey, but by warraunt ; but after the guyle of marchalcye, when they 
come at feſtes.

STT WARD OF HOUSHOLDE, receyveth his charge of the King's highe and propyr 
perſon, and the ſtaffe of houſhold, by theſe wordes following; Seneſchall tenez la baton 
e du notre hoſtiell;” by whiche he is alſo forthwith Steward of the whoole courte of 
 Marchalcye, that is, the courte of houſhold, in whiche he is judge of lyfe and lymme; . 
and except thoes cauſes, the Theſaurer, Countroller, Coffyrrer, two Clerkes of the Greene 
Clothe, and the Chiefe Clerk of the Countrollment, for any matters elles done within the 
buouſnold, or apperteynyng thereto; they ſitte with hym at the bourd of doome within the 
houlſhold, that is, at the greene clothe in the countyng-houſe, as recorders and witneſſers to 5 
the trouthe. The ſecundary eſtate and rule under the Kinge, of all his excellent houſhold, 
is wholly committed to be ruled and guyded by his reaſon, and his commaundmentes prin= 
Cipally to be obeyed and obſerved for the Kinge. Aliſo within this houſhold, except in the 
Kinge's chambre, allwey in his ſerviſes to be ſerved covered oute of the Kinge's preſence 
only, what grete eſtate elles that be preſent; as for his cuppe, cup-bourde, and diſshes,. 
with doubell ſerviſe, but none aſſaye. Item, he hath the office to call the names of 
knyghtes, cytezeins, and. burgeſſes, at the parliament-doore, the furſt day of commence. 
ment, and to amerce ſuche as fayle by the certificate. Alſo he may licence ſuche as wolde 
depart, as hym thinketh pleafing to the Kinge. Item, he with the Theſaurer and Coun- 
troller, ſhall, upon All-hallowen day, whether the King kepe hall or chambre, ſhewe the 
Kinge three names of the able hoomes, whereof the King {halle name one to purpoſe to abyde 
at his Chriftmas, hereof the officers to have knowledge. Alſo, whiles he is preſent in 
courte, there owght no newe commaundmentes, nor charges of officers, or any other per- 
ſon be made, withoute the commaundment furſt of his mouthe. Alſo in all the houſe- 
hold rules and jugementes, he repreſenteth the Kinge's eſtate ; his ſtaffe is taken as for 
commiſſion, Alſo he may in this court of houſholde, adnulle any cuſtume, not meddled 
with wurſhipp and profitt, but chaunge it, and edyfye anewe ſuche as ſhall ſeme his 
wiſdom, by the advyce and counſayle takyn at the countyng-bourde, for the better, and 
to the Kinge and his houſeholde of more honour and profit.

This Steward, Theſaurer, or Countroller, of verry duetee, one 
of them, or all, ought to be at the dayly accomptes, to here the complayntes of offences of 
the courte, and to correct them, or peaſe them, as it accordeth, by dew examination; hym

THE SAURERE OF HOUSHOLDE, whyche taketh his charge before the Kinge's hygh- | 
nefle, or hys counſayle of lordes, as hys othe, hereafter written, doth declare.

bothe in the halle, in his owen chambre, as in othyr offices, the Kinge's chambre only

he alſo payeth to the countries, in the countypg-houſe, for all dewe proviſyons towehyng 
the expenſes of houſhold, with the preſence and recorde of the clerkes there, after the noble 
Edwarde's ſtatutes; and he to dyſcharge the Theſaurere of and for all ſuche ſummes as thys 
cofferer receivyth by the ſeyd indentures. Alſo he takyth accompt of the receytes and 
paymentes made by th: clerkes of grene clothe; alſo of every other accomptant, and theyre 
partycular accomptes in houſhold, bothe inward and outward, for the ſeyde Theſaurers 
partie dayly, monethly and yerely. Alſo he payeth fees, wages, and rewardes ; and for alt 
other neceſſaries bought for the houſholde and allowed in the countyng- houſe : all the 
whyche purveyaunces, expenſes, and paymentes, he, with the clerkes of grene-clothe, and 


the ſecondary of countrollement, engroſſe in the grete accompt of the hole houſhold. 1 


Thys ys a greate offycer and key-berer of thys noble courte; and he alſo to ete in the halle, 
countyng-houſe, or in any other offyce, aftyr hys buſyneſſe doth require, gevyng goode 
example. He hathe alſo etyng in the halle, one under clerke contynually to wryte hys 
reſceytes and payments, to prove the journall, to joyne doggettes, to make the menſall, and

ſales and hys ſpones; aa he be oute of courte in buſyneſſe for the houſhold, then for 
buys wages outward in the countyng-houſe dayly, vis. vii d.; alſo a rewarde. And he allo © 
partyth with ſuche geftes that ſhal be gevyn to the houſeholde, beyng preſent in the tyme 
of getts, or elles then beinge of recorde in labourynge for houſhold. Alſo he hathe into

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- loures, to helpe kepe in courſe the ſtatutes, and the formall order of houſholde, according 
to lyke actes edyfyed before-tyme ; alſo under the Stewarde, Theſorer, Countroller, and 
next after the Cofferer, theis two clerkes have power commytted unto them, concernyng 
all the rules and guydyng of thys honthold, as at the ordynaunce taking, to knowe and to 
modyr them howe the Kinge and hys houſholde ſhall fare, and the proportions of all by a

telles vergys, &c. Buſshelles, half buſshelles, pecks, and ſuche othyr neceſſary for thys 


houſehold, lyke as a Clerk Countroller oweth to execute and oppoſe to the Clerk; of 


Market in thys court. Alſo of all othyr manner of ſtuff purveyed for the houſeholde, as 


it is wurthe, hym owyth to recorde, and teſtyfye at the countyng-bourde before the 


Steward and Theſaurere.

greete mete, a meſſe of roſte, one gallon ale, beſydes hys lyverey. And yf he be ſent oute 
of courte for matters of thys offyce, or of houſhold, he takythe dayly xii d. by petytion. 
He hath into thys courte one honeſt ſervaunt ; hys dewtie ys allo to calle after the recordes 
of the Kinge's chamber, Queeny's, Prince's, and all other the recordes, any thinge at the 
accomptes, and ſaufely to kepe them, and ſo warne ſuche othyr offycers as be here under 
hym for the Kinge's.

clerkes of butterye, that is the clerke of kychyn, to gawge the pipes, to meaſure or prove 

any othyr veffelles, to aſlay, taſte, or ſette, the priſe of alle ſuche drinkes upon the foyles, 
toe or three dayes, next aftyr the commyng in thereof to this office. The olde cuſtome 

of this courre is, to paye after as the clerke of marketr wille preſent for every gallon ale;

ale into this houſhold, if the ale be foe wurth; then the countrollers of butterye and kychyn

Hhuouſe, that they be preyſed trulye and indifferently, as it is worthe, withoute love or hatrede; - 

| Toe that no ſclaunder aryſe agaynſt this courte. This yoman hathe the ſpecyall charge, 

undyr the ſeyd ſergeaunt, of the keepinge of this ale, beere, or ſuche ſtuffe, and miniſtration 
thereof at the barre, for alle the houſehold. Hym ought to be of temperate condition, 
and to preſerve worſhip to ſtraungers, with profit to ſuche as have duertes to lyveres, with _ / 
honeſt and mannerly demeanynge ; not to keepe dynners nor ſoupers cuſtomablye within 
this office, but for hymſelf. It fittyth the greate officers of the counting-houſe, oftyntymes

The other yeomen ro 
make lyvereys, and to fee and knowe howe all thinges are delyvered, and what commethe in 
gagayne, for a recorde. He helpeth to make all lightes, and geve everye manne his lyverey 
after the eſtate or degree that he is; and to fetche them that be greate lightes home, and ro 
calle uppon the other yeomen and groomes, to goe for them to every mannes chambre in 
the mornynge. The thirde yeoman attender and helper, to worke in this office, and to 


miniſtyr it in the halle and chambres, when he is commaunded, truely to recorde aud helpe 
bringe it from mennes chambres in the mornynge, as for morters, and torches, and tortayes. 
This yeoman, cunnynge in waxemakinge, and true to preſent, by the Marſhalles recorde,

Hee receyverh the charge of alle napery by meaſure, for the Kinge 
and his chambre and halle, and to be renewed, if neede be, at any of the fower feſtes

judgement by the Kinge; to make delyveraunces of oates accuſtomed to diverſe offices; and 
all other graynes therein ſaufelye to keepe to the owners behoove. This conflycte done, 
the Sergeaunt had the maſterye; the Juges all awarded, that he ſhoulde allweye forthe 
lodge in that office, and the ſigne uppon the doore to be a ſworde: none uſ her to putte 
bym oute. He hathe derbigage in the towne, or nygh in the countrey for alle the horſes 
of his office, and carryage competent; one ſompter-man and horſe for the Kinge's ſtuffe, 
founden by the Theſaurer his charge of houſholde. This office hathe, in tyme of yeare,

Foragmucn as there is now but little knowledge of the ſittinge in eſtate of the Dukes, 
Earles, and Barons, of this realme of England, in the preſence of our ſoveraigne Lord the 
Kinge, hee being in his eſtate, howe he ſhould be ſerved, and with what perſons of eſtate; 
thele articles heere following bee compiled in manner and forme that after followeth, which 
are neceſſary to bee had in the remembrance of the King's chamberlaine, and to his uſhers, - 


for it appertayneth to the twoe offices, 


— 


As FOR THE DAY or ESTATE IN THE HALL. 


When the Kinge commeth from Evenſonge into his great chamber on the even of the 
day of eſtate, or on the day of eſtate if the eſtate ſhould bee had in the great chamber, the 
chamberlain muſt warne the uſher afore evenſonge that the King will rake [ſpice and wine 
in his great chamber in his eſtate ; then the ſaid uſher muit purvaye that the Buttlers and 
thoſe of the ſpicerie bee warned for the voide. Then ſhall the gentleman uſher bring 
thither Eſquire, and eſpecially the Kinge's ſewer to bring the King's ſpice-plate, and for 
the King's mother, ſonne, or brethren their owne ſewers to bringe their owne ſpice-plates ; 
and when the uſher commeth to the ſeller doore, charge a ſquire for the body with the 
| Kinge's owne cuppe; and as for all other eſtates take the King's owne eſquires to beare 

their ſpice-plates; and as for the King's mother, ſonnes or brechren, eſquires of their owne _ 
to beare their cuppes; and then take to the uſher a pile of cuppes, the uſher going before 
them, all ſitting everie man in order; and if there bee a Biſhoppe ſett his cuppe upper- 

moſt above the pile of cuppes and the ſervant of the eller to beare the pottes with wine, 

and that all theſe aforeſaid be ready in continuance when the King commeth from evenſonge. _ 

Then ſhall the Steward and Chamberlaine come afore the chamber doore, and demaund of 

the ulher if the ſpice and wine bee readie for the King; then they ſhall come into the 
chamber all together, and goe to the cupboard ; then ſhall. the uſher take the Kinge's. 
 ſpice-plate and c1ppe and lett them ſtand above the cupboard, the uſher and ſervant of the 
ſeller ſhall fett the cuppes and wine in the cupboard; and all other ſpice-plates to ſtand 
beneath the cupboard, in order after the eſtate bee in degrees. Then the Chamber- 

 laine to fetch three of the greateſt eſtates, one to take the towell, another to take 
the ſpice-plates, the third to take the cuppe; then the Chamberlaine to goe to the King's 
 ſpice-plate, and to take the towell and kiſſe it and give it to the greateſt eſtate, and 
uncover the ſpice-plate and give the ſewer that bare it to aſſaye thereof: and then cover it 
againe and take it to the fecond eſtate; then command the third eftate to take the 
King's cuppe, and hee to goe to the e{quire for the body, and take the cuppe of him, 
and beare it to the cupboard, and lett it be filled and give the aſſaye; and foe then altogether 
to goe to the Kinge. Then the Chamberlaine to take the cover of the ſpice-plate and 
give aſſaye to the bearer, and hould ſtill the cover till the King have taken ſpice ; then

As to the deliverance of a Queene, it muſt bee knowne what chamber ſhee will bee de- 
livered in, by the Grace of God; and that chamber muſt bee banged with rich arras, 
the roofe, fide and windowes, all except one windowe, and that muſt bee hanged that ſhee 
may have light when it pleaſeth her; with a royall bedd therein, the flore laid with carpeth 
over and over with a faire pallett bedd, with all the ſtuffe belonging thereto, with a riche 
ſperner hanging over; and there muſt be a cupboard ſet faire, covered with tHe ſame ſuite 
that the chamber is hanged withall. And if it pleaſe the Queene to take her chamber, ſhee 


all bee brought thither with Lordes and Ladies of eſtate, and brought into the chappell or 
church there to bee boufeled; then to come into the great chamber and take ſpice and wine

armes, the remnant covered in blacke, a banneroll of St. George before bim, and rwoo-be- 
hind. Firſt, the daie before the conveying of the bodie and bones of the ſaid earle and his 
ſonne, the earle of Warwicke, ſonne and heire of the ſaid earle, rode after the chariott, the 

lord Montague on the right fide afoote, the lord Latimer his tonne on the left hand, with 
manie other knights and eſquiges afoote, on everie fide, to the number of fizteene: the 


evate of the ſaid cares armes; on the left fide the ſtandard there ſtood Clarencioux

cearles banner and ſtandard nexte and ymmediately after the chaite, and before the earle of- 
Marwicke, a mile without the towne meeteing with the corſe, fifſt two heraldes and twoo 
keinges of armes, with the coates of armes of the ſaid earle at every corner of the cliaire, can- 
vaighing the ſonne to the place where he was interred; att which plac? they receaved the

within the pur-clauſe and paull covered with blacke, where the cofler with the bones 
of the earles ſonne Sir Thomas was laid under the coffer of the earle his father, were 
the lords that followeth, the Duke of Clarence the King's brother, the Duke of Suffolke, . 
the earle of Warwicke, the earle of Worceſter, the lord Montzgue, the lord Haſtinges, 
the lord Fitz-hugh, with manie other knighres and nobles without; att the corners of the 
bead of the ſaide herſe, on the right ſide the banner, ſtood Gatter Kinge of armes in the 


clothes of golde of bodkine unto the corpes then preſent; that is to ſaie, one a lengtht

King of armes: and att the corners of the feete of the faid hearſe were other two heroldes,

doth fortune to repaire: It is therefore the King's pleaſure and ſtraight commandment, that 
the gentlemen uſhers and yeomen uſhers, makeing lodgeings from time to time within the 
Kinge's courte, ſhall ſee and note ſabſtintiilly whit lockes, keyes, and other ſuch ymple- 
ments as be before mentioned, they doe finde in the chambers where they make todgeing, 
giving ſtraight charge unto ſuch perſons whom they doe put and lodge in the ſame, that 
| every parcell thereof be ſafely left in the ſame chamber, and re- delivered with the key of the 
chamber to the keeper of the houſe, or other perſon deputed to receive the ſame, at their” 
_ departing; without ymbeſſelling, purloyning, or carrying away any part thereof, upon paine- 
of impriſonment, and makeing reititution to the partie of double the value of the thing fo 
imbeſſelled or purloyned. And that the harbingers give ſemblable charge unto thoſe to whom 
they ſhall give lodgeing or appoint in the townes, houſes, and places, neer unto and about 
the court, that no perſon preſume to take by high words, ravine, violent countenance, ot 
other undue meanes, any vyctualls, hay, corne, graſſe, paſture, or any other thing, without 
money; and put their horſes into cloſes, fields, or paſtures, without conſent of the owner, 
and paying for the ſame after the King's price; nor deſtroy any man's deere, connies, fiſh in 
their ponds and waters; or difpoile or intermeddle in their orchards, or other their pleaſures - 
or commodityes, upon paine of impriſonment, and reſtoring the double to the party, as is 
| aforeſaid. And furthermore, in avoyding theſe inconveniencies and diverſe others, that none 
of the ſaid gentlemen uſhers give lodging or chamber in the King's houſe to any perſon, . 
but ſuch as ordinarily be appointed to have bouch of court, and lodging within the fame; - 
nor allo the harbingers to give lodgeing in the towne to ſtrangers, - except they ſhall be ap- 
pointed by the King's Highneſs or his councell to the contrary, till ſuch time as firit the or- 
dinarie to them affigned be fullie and intirely ſerved, ſoe as for the particular Jucre, thanke, 
or proffir, ſtrangers be not preferred in lodgeing and harbigage, and thoſe which be al-

| numbers as well of ſicklie, impotent, inable, and unmeete perſons, as of raſcalls and vaga- 
bonds, now ſpred, remayning and being in all the court; whereby all ſuch noblemen 
and others of good behaviour as be allowed to have bouch of court be oftentimes diſappointed 
of the ſame; the King's Highneſs therefore hath given charge unto his vice-chamberlaine 
and captain of his guard, for his utter chamber; and to Sir Henry Guileford knight, comp- 
troller of his houſehold, for the ſame his houſehold ; and ſemblably to the Queen's cham- 
berlaine, and vice-chamberlayne for the Queen's fide and chambers; to make view, ſearch, 
and report, of the ſufficiency, abillitie, demeanour, and quallityes, of all ſuch perſons as 
be officers, myniſters, and ſervants in the ſaid houſehold and chambers; to the intent that 
ſuch of them. as ſhall be found impotent, ficklie, unable or unmeete perſons, to occupie 
the ſame roomes, may be knowne; and their names and defaults put in writeing ; which 
done, the King's Highneſſe not willing any of his old ſervants to be rejected, and left without 
| lome competent liveing, unleſſe their demerits ſhould ſo require, is of his gratious diſpoſi - 
tion, mynded to give order, that ſome convenient enterteynment ſhall be aſſigned for every 
one of them, towards their liveing ; and to be diſcharged from attendance in his houſehold; 
aud other able, meete, honeſt, and ſufficient perſons, to be ſubrogate and put in thei 
roomes and places; which ſaid entertainment, upon the death of any of the ſaid perſons 
diſcharged, the King's pleaſure is, ſhall ceaſe and be extinct, and not to be of new graunted 
to any other perſon; wherein the King's Highnefle chargeth the ſaid perſons deputed to 
make ſearch and report thereof, to put aparte all favour, affection, hate, and partiallity ;

in the wages of 12d. by the day; with other allowances as they now have, foreſeeing that 
none of them ſhall keep any ſervants in the court, nor ſuffer them to come within the ſame, 
but ſuch as they ſhall have to keepe them in the towne or elſewhere out of the court, at 
their pleaſure; and in caſe any of the ſaid guarde doe to the contrarie of this ſtature, for the 
firſt tyme he ſhall looſe three dayes wages, for the fecond time a weckes wages, for the third 
time a moneth's wages, and for the fourth time to be expelled out of their rooms; and that 
the porters ſuffer none of their ſervants, as nigh as they can, to enter into the King's gate; 
and as for the reſidue of the ſaid guarde which new ſhall be diſcharged, the King's Grace is 
contented to make them yeomen of the crowne; and allo is of his blefied diſpoſition, in con- 
 fideration of their ſervice, contented that ſuch of them as have no offices of his Grace to the 
value of 6d. per diem, ſhall have the wages of 6d. by day unchecked ; and thoſe which have 
offices to the value of 6d. by day, ſhall have beſide the ſame wages 4d. by day unchecked, 
which ſhall be paid unto them yearly or half yearly, by the treaſurer of the King's chamber, 
and they lycenſed to repaire to their dwelling place, and to be ready to ſerve the King when 
| His Grace ſhall command them, foe that after the death of any of the ſaid refidue of the 
guarde, not appointed to attend dayly upon the King's perſon, the pleaſure of the King is
